Z Scope. The provisions of this regulation apply
to all DODmwned containers, shelters, and special
pUI’POM vans that meet the size and conilguration
standards established by the American National
Standards Institute (ANSI) and International
Organization for Standardization (1S0) and which
may be required to move in international tra.flit.
The accepted configuration is eight feet wide by
varying heights by up to 40 feet in length with
eight speciiied comer fittings.
& Responaibilitie& a. Department of the Army
will–

(1) Act = tbe DOD Executive Agent for
_ standard identification markings, speci-
fying marking application and maintaini~ a
@e register for DOD owned containers. The
Joint Ckmtainer Control Office, (JCCO) of the
Packaging, Storage and Containerization Center,
Tobyhanxm, PA is the Department of the Army
activity assigned management responsibility for
program implementation.

(2) Plan/budget for tignment of identifica-
tion markings and maintamnce of the single
register for DOD owned container.

b. Services vilI—
(1) Provide the JCCO with a list of existing

containem which require 1S0 numbering within
90 days of publication of this regulation. The list
will include present number, manufacturer code,
manufacturer’s serial number, and description of
the container including the overall dimensions.
Containers acquired after the effective data of this
regulation will ~ reported to the JCCO within 90
days of acquisition.

(2) Mark containers with 1S0 number pre-
scribed by JCCO in accordance with guidelinm
prescribed by this regulation and contirm data of
completion to JCCO within 180 days of receipt
of number assignment.

(3) Determine method of marking within
guidelines prescribed by this regulation.

(4) Prwido an annual inventory of equipment
for verification of the DOD register upon request
by JCCO.

(5) Fund and budget for marking containers
in their inventories.
4. Methods of marking. a. The new 1S0 numbem
consist of 11 charactem; four Iettma for the owner
code, a six digit serial number, and a check digit.

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not ICSWJthan 4 in. high, with the exception that
the mtuinmrn grow weight and tare weight char-
actem w-ill be not less than 2 in. high. The char-
actem will be of proport ionata width, durable, ml
in a color contracting with that of the container.
